Grim Palestine Outlook An informed source ‘said on 


NE week from the date of the 

expiration of  Britain'n 
mandate in Palestine, (he United 
Nations Organisation has tacitly 
admilted that It Is bafled by the 
problem of bringing peace and 
order to the country, and unable 
to see any way of preventing war 
operations on a big scale between 
Jews and Arabs. It seems that 
in Its firat really big test as peace- 
maker, U.N. is about to fall 
miserably, and public confidence, 
already disturbed by tho 
ineptitude of the Organisation, 
will now probably be inclined to 
dixcount entirely Its elfectiveness 
as a machinery for maintaining 
the peace of the world. Just why 
the United Nations have fallen 
down on the primo task of suc- 
cessfully taking over the Palestine 
mandate it is somewhat dificult 
to apprecinte.
